Berlusconi resignation call ratchets 
up Italy tensions 


PERUGIA (AFP) - Italy's 
parliament speaker threat¬ 
ened Sunday to pull his sup¬ 
porters out of the government 
if Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi did not resign, pil¬ 
ing pressure on the Italian 
leader. 

"He should... take the de¬ 
cision to hand in his resigna¬ 
tion and declare there is a de 
facto crisis," Gianfranco Fini 
said in a scathing attack on 
his former ally at a confer¬ 
ence of his new political 
movement. 

Fini, who rebelled against 
Berlusconi earlier this year, 
said the resignation should 
bring about a new chapter in 
Italian politics in which "the 
nature of the coalition and the 
composition of the govern¬ 
ment are re-discussed." 

He appeared to hint that a 
new government could be 
formed with Berlusconi in 
charge but based on "a new

legislative pact" with his own 
forces, experts said. 

"We can't go on like this," 
Fini said in front of some 
10,000 supporters of his Fu¬ 
ture and Freedom movement 
at a conference in the city of 
Perugia in central Italy. 

There are four pro-Fini 
ministers currently in the 
government. 

Fini, a former foreign min¬ 
ister, has long been seen as a 
powerful political player. But 
he has often been sidelined 
by Berlusconi since the flam¬ 
boyant media tycoon burst 
onto Italy's political scene in 
the early 1990s. 

Fini announced in July 
that he and his supporters 
would break away from the 
ruling People of Freedom 
party although he made it 
clear that he would continue 
to support the government in 
parliament based on certain 
conditions. 

Around 40 lawmakers 
from the lower and upper 
houses of parliament have 
gone over to Fini's side since

July. Their defection, if fi¬ 
nalised, means that Berlus¬ 
coni would no longer have a 
governing majority in parlia¬ 
ment. 

Berlusconi supporters crit¬ 
icised Fini on Sunday, accus¬ 
ing him of using his post of 
parliament speaker to try to 
engineer a change of govern¬ 
ment and challenging him to 
have the courage to vote 
against Berlusconi in parlia¬ 
ment. 

Berlusconi himself was 
cited by Italian news agencies 
as saying that he had no in¬ 
tention of resigning.

Republicans flex muscle, 
Obama promises 
'corrections' 



WASHINGTON(AFP) - Re¬ 
publicans flexed their new¬ 
found political muscle on 
Sunday by promising a string 
of investigations into Barack 
Obama's administration, as the 
president vowed to make some 
"corrections." 

By seizing the House of 
Representatives in Tuesday's 
mid-term elections, Republi¬ 
cans gained the chairmanship 
of powerful House committees 
that can seek to embarrass the 
president by calling top aides 
to testify in public. 

"I'm going to go after a lot 
of things and I'm going to do a 
lot of investigating," Represen¬ 
tative Darrell Issa, who is set 
to take control of the House 
Committee on Oversight and 
Government Reform, told Fox 
News Sunday. 

Former presidents Bill 
Clinton and George W. Bush 
faced epic showdowns with 


the House committees after 
crushing mid-term defeats in 
1994 and 2006 respectively. 

For starters, Issa said he 
would probe allegations the 
White House offered to give 
Democratic Representative Joe 
Sestak an administration post 
if he stayed out of a Senate pri¬ 
mary race. 

Sestak won the primary 
against senator Arlen Specter, 
the White House's preferred 
candidate, and ended up nar¬ 
rowly losing to Republican 
nominee Pat Toomey. 

Other targets are expected 
to be Obama's sweeping health 
care reforms, the Justice De¬ 
partment's failure to probe al¬ 
leged voter intimidation by the 
New Black Panther Party, and 
the handling of the BP oil spill. 

The White House has yet to 
say how it plans to respond, 
but Obama, on a 10-day trip 
through Asia, offered his most 
candid appraisal yet of the 
crushing poll losses. 

"People are frustrated," the 
president told a meeting with 
Indian students in Mumbai. "It 
requires me to make some 
mid-course corrections and ad¬ 
justments." 

As Obama played defense, 
leading Republicans took to 
the Sunday morning talk 
shows to attack the president 
over big spending, plans to in¬ 
crease taxes for the rich, and 
health care reforms they por¬ 
tray as a government takeover.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Stem cell researchers have 
found a way to turn a person's 
skin into blood, a process that 
could be used to treat cancer 
and other ailments, according 
to a Canadian study pub¬ 
lished Sunday. 

The method uses cells 
from a patch of a person's 
skin and transforms it into 
blood that is a genetic match, 
without using human embry¬ 
onic stem cells, said the study 
in the journal Nature. 

By avoiding the contro¬ 
versial and more complicated 
processes involved with 
using human embryonic stem 
cells to create blood, this ap¬ 
proach simplifies the process, 
researchers said. 

"What we believe we can 
do in the future is generate 
blood in a much more effi¬ 
cient manner," said study au¬ 
thor Mick Bhatia of the 
McMaster's Stem Cell and 
Cancer Research Institute in 
the Michael G. DeGroote 
School of Medicine. 

With the ability to create 
blood for transfusion from a 
person's own skin, the ad¬ 
vance means someday pa¬ 
tients needing blood for 
surgery or to treat anemia 
could bypass the blood bank 
and derive the necessary sup¬ 
ply from themselves. 

The breakthrough could 
also see future uses such as al¬ 
lowing patients undergoing 


chemotherapy to endure a 
longer regime of treatment 
without the breaks currently 
needed to rejuvenate the body. 

Researchers have been able 
to perform the skin-to-blood 
transformation in the past, but 
while using human pluripotent 
stem cells, widely known as 
embryonic stem cells. 

Stem cells that are derived 
from human embryos hold 
significant promise for med¬ 
ical breakthroughs but also 
carry risks, such as the poten¬ 
tial to create tumors. 

But researchers say their 
new method can create 
enough blood for a transfu¬ 
sion from a four by three cen¬ 
timeter (1.6 by 1.2 inch) 
patch of adult human skin, 
and can avoid those potential 
hurdles. 

"So we don't need to take 
skin cells and put it into a 
pluripotent stem cell. That is 
inefficient in terms of time," 
Bhatia told AFR 

"There are also concerns 
that they might form a tumor, 
and the fact that we bypass 
that makes it more feasible 
for transplants." 

Those needing bone mar¬ 
row transplants could be par¬ 
ticularly aided by the 
breakthrough, according to 
John Kelton, dean of health 
sciences for McMaster Uni¬ 
versity. 

Clinical trials could start as 
soon as 2012, the study said.

Google Blocks Facebook From Importing Contacts 


For years, Facebook users 
have been able to search and 
invite Google contacts to join 
their social network through 
a single mouse-click. But 
ever wonder why the reverse 
was never true: why isn't 
there a button allowing 
Google users to import Face- 
book friends into their con¬ 
tacts list? 

Back in September, Google 
CEO Eric Schmidt wondered 
about this during an appear¬ 
ance at a Google Zeitgeist con¬ 
ference. And in response, last 
night Google made a subtle 
change to the Terms of Service 
in its Google Contacts API, as 
first reported by TechCrunch. 

The change means Web 
sites will not be able to auto¬ 
mate the import of a user's 
Google contacts into their 
own database, unless they re¬ 
ciprocate the exchange. 

"We have decided to 


change our approach slightly 
to reflect the fact that users 
often aren't aware that once 
they have imported their con¬ 
tacts into sites like Facebook 
they are effectively trapped," 
Google said in a statement. 

This doesn't mean you 
can't import Gmail contacts 
onto Facebook, managed by 


Facebook Connect, you'll just 
have to add them automati¬ 
cally or export Gmail con¬ 
tacts to your hard drive first. 

Yahoo and Hotmail have 
reciprocity deals with Face- 
book where contact informa¬ 
tion gets exchanged both 
ways, and are still available 
through Facebook Connect.

Many falls, and 
resulting ER 
visits, can be 
prevented 

Falls are a leading cause of 
injury, but some simple pre¬ 
cautions can help prevent 
them, experts say. 

"It ? s important to look 
around your everyday envi¬ 
ronment and minimize the 
risk . . . not only for yourself, 
but for others as well. There 
is a reason that unintentional 
falls are common injuries 
with our patients. They can 
happen at any time, any place 
and happen to anyone,” Dr. 
Sandra Schneider, president 
of the American College of 
Emergency Physicians said 
in an ACEP news release. 

Falls are the leading cause 
(33 percent) of accidental 
home injury deaths and ac¬ 
count for more than 40 per¬ 
cent of nonfatal injuries, the 
Home Safety Council has re¬ 
ported. The two highest risk 
age groups are children under 
5 years and adults older than 
70. 

"A fall can be a sentinel 
event in the life of an older 
person, potentially marking 
the beginning of a serious de¬ 
cline in function or the symp¬ 
tom of a new or worsening 
medical condition,” Schnei¬ 
der said. ’’Identifying the 
cause of the fall and making 
appropriate interventions to 
improve function are as criti¬ 
cal as treating injuries if fu¬ 
ture falls are to be prevented 
and quality of life and 
longevity are to be im¬ 
proved.” 

Here are some ACEP tips 
for preventing falls in the 
home: 

* Get rid of clutter in your 
home and make sure that 
stairs and walkways are kept 
clear of objects. 

* Keep tops and bottoms 
of stairs well lit, and leave 
nightlights on in the bed¬ 
room, hall and bathroom. 

* Repair or replace any 
loose stairway carpeting or 
boards. 

* Add handgrip bars in 
bathrooms and shower areas. 
This is especially important 
for the elderly or those with 
disabilities. The bottoms of 
tubs and showers should have 
a non-slip surface. 

* In homes with elderly 
people, remove throw rugs 
and tack down larger rugs. 

* In homes with young 
children, use locking gates 
near stairs and install window 
guards with quick release 
mechanisms that are easily 
opened in case of a fire.

Exercise may guard girls against dementia 
in senior years 


If you want to help your 
young daughter avoid de¬ 
mentia much later on in life, 
a new study suggests it might 
be a good idea to send her 
outside to play. 

Canadian researchers be¬ 
lieve they’ve found a link be¬ 
tween exercise in adolescence 
and fewer cases of senility in 
a woman’s senior years. 

The study doesn’t defini¬ 


tively prove that exercise 
lowers the risk of dementia. 

Still, the findings suggest 
that “early life physical activity 
is important to late-life health 
and in particular in preventing 
late-life cognitive impairment. 
The sooner you start being 
physically active, the better it 
is,” said study author Laura E. 
Middleton. 


TIP: Don’t Mix Alcohol and Drugs 


It’s never a good idea to drink alcohol while you’re taking a 
medication, but there are certain over-the-counter drugs that can 
be particularly dangerous when taken with alcohol. 

The American Academy of Family Physicians says these OTC 
medications should never be taken with alcohol: 

* Nonsteroidal anti-inflammatory drugs (NSAIDs), such as 
ibuprofen, aspirin or naproxen. 

* Acetaminophen (the active ingredient in Tylenol). 

* Antihistamines that tend to cause drowsiness. 

* Medications to manage cough and congestion that contain 
dextromethorphan. 

* Herbs, notably supplements that contain valerian root, kava 
kava or St. John's wort.

Tuna black market worth billions 


Unemployment payouts 
push California deeper 
into debt 



Unemployed women Susanna

30.4 percent of the work-age 
population are without em¬ 
ployment, on October 28,

According to the latest data 
13 US cities and towns — in¬ 
cluding nine in California — 
have a jobless rate of over 15 
percent. The two "recession 
capitals," as American media 
have dubbed them, are El Cen¬ 
tro — 365 km southeast of Los 
Angeles — and the neighbour¬ 


ing town of Yuma in Arizona, 
where 27.2 percent of people 
are out of work. 

Both are in traditional far¬ 
ming regions whose economy 
has always depended on Me¬ 
xican seasonal workers who 
come to work legally in the US 
due to special status enjoyed 
by residents of the border area. 

In El Centro, most unem¬ 
ployed people over 45 can ex¬ 
pect to be without a job for up 
to two years; for those below 
30 the wait is generally less 
than six months, but usually 
involves a string of temporary 
jobs in shops or fields.

Obama savors 10 billion dollar 


India trade bonanza 


MUMBAI, India (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama Sa¬ 
turday unveiled 10 billion dol¬ 
lars in trade deals with India, 
seeking a US jobs dividend 
from a fast-rising economy he 
hailed as one of humanity's 
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most stunning achievements. 

Weaving a fulsome parable 
of India's emergence and po¬ 
tential in a speech to US and 
Indian business executives, 
Obama also announced a re¬ 
form of US export regimes and 
rejected caricatures of India as 
a nation of "call centers." 

His speech was clearly 
aimed not only at India, but at 
voters in the United States who 
punished Obama's Democratic 
Party in mid-term elections on 
Tuesday, in a cry of anguish 
over the job-starved recovery. 

Several blue-chip US com¬ 
panies concluded deals in the 
hours before Obama flew into 
India's commercial hub, Mum¬ 
bai, to launch a nine-day trip to 
Asia, as the White House seeks 
an economic pay-off from his 
foreign policy.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
craze for sushi has fueled a 
black market in tuna worth bil¬ 
lions of dollars, as govern¬ 
ments collaborate with the 
industry despite fears for the 
species' survival, an investiga¬ 
tion found. 

A seven-month probe by 
the International Consortium 
of Investigative Journalists 
found that fishermen have 
willfully violated official quo¬ 
tas in order to supply the lucra¬ 
tive tuna market, which is 
dominated by Japan. 

The investigation covered 
10 nations but found particular 
violations in France, where it 
said the Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture and Fisheries has joined 
forces with the tuna industry to 
doctor catch numbers. 

"Everyone cheated," said 
Roger Del Ponte, one of the six 
French fishing captains facing 
criminal charges. 

"It's like driving down the 
road. If I know there are no po¬ 
lice, I'm going to speed," he 
said in the report. 

The journalists said the 
black market in Eastern At¬ 
lantic bluefin tuna was worth 
at least four billion dollars be¬ 
tween 1998 and 2007. The cal¬ 
culation came from comparing 


the estimated total catch of 
tuna with official quotas and 
then using rates at Tokyo's 
Tsukiji fish market. 

Global fears over tuna 
stocks emerged in 2007 when 
France declared it had caught 
nearly 10,000 tons, almost 
double its quota allowed under 
the International Commission 
for the Conservation of the At¬ 
lantic Tunas (ICCAT), a regu¬ 
latory body. 

"We found that the system 
failed at every point. It failed 
in that vessels were overfish¬ 
ing and that officials were 
turning a blind eye to that 
overfishing for years," said 


Kate Willson, a reporter on the 
investigation. 

Facing an outcry, ICCAT 
came up with a new system in 
2008 to keep track of the trade. 
But the study said the database 
was ineffectual and the tuna in¬ 
dustry was heading to areas 
with even less oversight such 
as North Africa. 

Willson said the French 
ministry declined repeated re¬ 
quests for comment. 

"There is no way to know if 
the situation is getting better. 
We're supposed to trust them 
that they are getting better," 
she said. 

ICCAT figures found that 
spawning stock of Eastern At¬ 
lantic bluefin tuna has tumbled 
by nearly 75 percent in the past 
four decades, with more than 
half of the loss between 1997 
and 2007. 

Jean-Marc Fromentin, a 
marine biologist on ICCAT's 
scientific body, said that ex¬ 
perts had recommended a cut 
in fishing quotas as long ago as 
the late 1990s. 

"If the countries had lis¬ 
tened, then there would have 
been no risk of collapse," he 
said in the report. 

"But because they didn't 
pay attention, and they didn't 
control catch limits, then after 
a few years the situation be¬ 
came really critical and we 
began to speak about the risk 
of collapse," he said. 

ICCAT meets in Paris from 
November 17 to 27, ahead of 
which European Union fish¬ 
eries commissioner Maria 
Damanaki has called for a sub¬ 
stantial reduction in the bloc's 
tuna catch quota of 13,500 
tons.

Actress Jill Clayburgh 
dies at 66 



NEW YORK - US actress Jill 
Clayburgh, who was twice 
nominated for Oscars for her 
portrayals of independent 
women, has died on Friday of 
leukemia, aged 66. 

Her husband, Tony Award¬ 
winning playwright David 
Rabe, said she died after a 21- 
year battle with chronic lym¬ 
phocytic leukemia. She was 
surrounded by her family 
when she died at her home in 
Lakeville, Conn., he said. 


She dealt with the disease 
courageously, quietly and pri¬ 
vately, Rabe said, and con¬ 
ducted herself with enormous 
grace "and made it into an op¬ 
portunity for her children to 
grow and be human." 

She is best remembered for 
her role in "An Unmarried 
Woman," the 1978 film about 
a wealthy New York woman 
who picks up the pieces of her 
life after her stockbroker hus¬ 
band leaves her for a younger 
woman. 

She was nominated for 
Academy Awards for Best Ac¬ 
tress for the film and also for 
the 1979 film "Starting Over," 
with Burt Reynolds and Can- 
dice Bergen. 

Besides her husband, sur¬ 
vivors include her daughter, 
actress Lily Rabe; a son, 
Michael Rabe; and a stepson, 
Jason Rabe. Her family will 
have a memorial in about six 
months, though plans have not 
been finalized.

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Haile Gebrselassie announces 
retirement 



NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Ethiopian legend Haile 
Gebrselassie announced 
his retirement on Sun¬ 
day, after dropping out of 
the New York City 
Marathon with a knee in¬ 
jury. 

The 37-year-old - a 
two-time Olympic cham¬ 
pion at 10,000 metres - 
said that he would de¬ 
vote himself to other 
matters. 

?, I never think about to 
retire. But for the first 
time, this is the day,” he 
said. ”Let me stop and do 
other work after this.” 

Gebrselassie, nursing 
an inflamed right knee, 
pulled out of the race at 
the 16-mile mark. 

The marathon world 
record-holder, who is in¬ 
volved in several busi¬ 
ness ventures in his 
homeland, had treatment on 
his knee before the race and 
pulled up with a wince of 
pain on the downhill of the 
Queensboro Bridge. 

He had run 16 miles in lhr 


19min 40sec. 

”1 don't want to complain 
anymore after this, which 
means it's better to stop here,” 
said Gebrselassie, the 1996 
and 2000 Olympic 10,000m 
champion. 


Gebrselassie has 
won the Berlin 
Marathon four times 
and triumphed at 
Dubai the past three 
years. 

He set the world 
marathon record of 2hr 
3min 59sec in 2008 at 
Berlin. 

While he had 
voiced pleasure at a 
chance to compete in 
New York for the first 
time, he acknowledged 
via Twitter before the 
start of the race and in 
a pre-race television 
interview that he had 
some inflammation in 
his knee. 

"I have some in¬ 
flammation in my right 
knee, because of the 
long travel to NY city,” 
he wrote on the micro¬ 
blogging site. "No big 
problem, just some fluids. 
Hopefully the knee holds!” 

Marathon officials said 
Gebrselassie had an MRI on 
Saturday that found fluid and 
tendinitis in the knee.

BASEL (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer heads to Paris as top seed 
for the last event of the ATP 
season with his post-US 
Open master plan working 
with Swiss precision.

Woods falls short in first tournament 
as number two 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - US su¬ 
perstar Tiger Woods re¬ 
sponded meekly to the loss of 
his world number one rank¬ 
ing, slipping to a lacklustre 
joint sixth place Sunday at 
the HSBC Champions event 
in Shanghai. 

The tournament was 
Woods' first outing since Lee 
Westwood replaced him last 
week as the world's top 
player and eyes had been on 
whether Tiger — who could 
have reclaimed number one 
with a win here — would roar 
back. 

But his well-chronicled 
troubles continued with an 
erratic performance that saw 
him start and end with a pair 
of respectable 68s but hurt 
himself in the middle rounds. 

He shot a 68-72-73-68 at 
the par-72 Sheshan Interna¬ 
tional Golf Club to finish 
seven under. 

"Overall, I felt like I've 
been hitting it well and it's 
just a matter of being pa¬ 
tient," Woods said. 

Woods was plagued by er¬ 
rant tee shots and several 
lipped-out putts in an outing 
that saw him toss clubs in 
disgust and swear out loud in 
frustration despite the con¬ 
stant encouragement of thou¬ 
sands of adoring Chinese 
fans. 

He was effectively out of 
contention going into the 
final round, as Italy's 
Francesco Molinari surged to 
victory with a 19-under per¬ 
formance. 

"The middle rounds were 
obviously a little scratchy," 
Woods said of himself. 

Woods' form has plum¬ 
meted since revelations of his 
affairs with a string of 
women emerged a year ago, 
ruining his marriage to Elin 
Nordegren and leading to a 
five-month hiatus from golf. 

He has not won a tourna¬ 
ment since and in recent

Haye insists he

Despite defeat, fans turn out for Zenyatta 



LOUISVILLE (ALP) - Lans 
of Zenyatta turned out to bid 
the mare farewell Sunday, 
their affection undimmed by 
her defeat Saturday in the 
five million-dollar Breeders' 
Cup Classic. 

Trainer John Shirreffs 
took down the barricades that 
had lined Barn 41 at 
Churchill Downs all week 
and allowed media and fans a 
close-up view of the superstar 
mare, confirming she will re¬ 
tire from racing with an al- 
most-perfect 19-1 record. 

Lans without access to the 
fabled track lined a fence and 
watched as Zenyatta grazed 


and posed for photographs. 

Shirreffs was still disap¬ 
pointed on Sunday, but proud 
of Zenyatta, who he said 


came out of her race "very 
well." 

Asked if he had watched a 
replay of the race, in which 


Zenyatta made a gutsy late 
run only to lose to Blame by 
a head, he said: "Well, maybe 
later. 

"It was her last race," 
Shirreffs added. "It’s all over. 
Why watch it again?" 

Shirreffs said Zenyatta 
would return to California for 
about a month before heading 
to her new life. 

Shirreffs said that as yet 
no breeding plans had been 
made for Zenyatta. 

"That’s the thing about 
horse racing. As a trainer you 
have to learn to let go," he 
said. "Heck, she’s been a 
champion for three years and 


she’s going to a great place." 

Shirreffs was asked what 
he said to jockey Mike Smith 
after the Classic, in which 
Zenyatta fell some 20 lengths 
off the lead at the start. 

An emotional Smith 
blamed himself in the imme¬ 
diate aftermath of the race. 

"What could I say? I just 
patted him on the shoulder," 
Shirreffs said. "He was dev¬ 
astated. It’s unfortunate that 
she drops so far back. There 
were two groups in that race 
- the lead group and another 
group about three lengths be¬ 
hind that group. It left her too 
much to do.”
